It 
passed over the entire hail suppres- 
sion area from southwest to north- 
east, leaving wide-spread reports of 
slush soft hail and a few scattered 
hail stones, doing some damage to 
gardens and light crop damage in 
widely scattered areas.

However, very satisfactory contro! 
ft thistles-is possible with 2,4-D in 
he crop year. Eradication is usually 
\complished through successive ap- 
plications of the chemical along with 
cultural operations. Best stand re- 
duction is produced by using 2,4-D 
ester at 1 to 1's pounds acid equival- 
ent in the fallow year. One or more 
applications may be required. Th: 
first of these is most effective at the 
carly flower or late bud stage. 

Two or three weeks should elapse 
and then a thorough going over 
viven the land with a plow or well 
set, sharp tiller. 


It is quite important that prefer- 
ably three weeks elupse between the 
application of chemical and the un- 
rooting of the plants by a cultura! 
stroke. Translocation of 2.4-D acid 
from the plant into the rock is slow, 
hence the need for the time lapse be- 
tween spraying and a subsequent 
cultural operation. For a thorough 
eradication program don’t overlook 
fence lines, waste areas or pasture 
fields, where Canada _ thistles are 
are growing.

AGRICULTURE'S PUBLIC 
RELATIONS , , . 
| 


Public relation-wise, agriculture | 
seems to lie protrate at the feet of | 
misinformation according to Don‘ 
Belding, nationally-known public re- 
lations executive of the United i 
States, 

The public, he says, has a tus | 
mind about farming, farmers and} 
agriculture in general. Women buy 
food every week and are very aware 
of fluctuation in retail prices. When | 
the price of food goes up the retailer, 
of course, doesn’t blame himself; he | 
is more apt to blame the farmer. So 

it ig only natural for the public to | 
think that farmers get too much for | 
their produce. Most women, when ‘ 
they find out, are amazed to find the 

spread between the price they pay in | 
the retail store and the price the 

farmer really gets. | 


The attitude of business toward 
agriculture, said Mr. Belding, is not | 
very rosy either. Many businessmen | 
visualize agricultural as a section of 
our economy which the government 
coddles with price supports and other 
handouts which do not solve the! 
basic problem, 

When the farmer looks into his | 
farm, he encounters the perpetual | 
fight with nature and when he looks | 
out from his farm, he finds competi- | 
tion to beat his price and ego down | 
— from processors, retailers, business | 
elements and even from the public | 
itself, | 

The only corrective antitode to | 
such a situation is education; noi | 
haphazard but organized education, 
declares Mr, Belding. There is a 
great need to tell the story of the 
farmer, 

In building a public relations pro- 
gram, Mr. Belding cautions that it is 
necessary that farm organizations 
first come out With a sound farm 
program that will stand the test of 
practicality and will carry the sup- 
port of all agriculture. It must be 
“ood for the farmer and it must be 
ood for the nation. 

Once the farm program is set 
right, then the farmer's story should 
be favorably told, using newspaper, 
radio, TV. direct mail, as well as 
personal representation. 

Mr. Belding’s third recommenda- 
tion is that special emphasis should 
be placed on youth, both urban and 
rural, who in the future will be mak- 
ing the speeches, writing the articles, 
arguing the bills in parliament and 
tighting the fight for agriculture,

Co-operat 
Hail Research 


This summer a co-operative in- 
vestigation into the physics of 
clouds, with particluar attention to 
those producing hail, is being 
launched under the joint auspices o: 
the Meteorological Division, Dept. 
of Transport and Research Council 
of Alberta. 

Four areas of the province have 
been selected for special study: 
Municipal Districts of Mountain 
View, Kneehill, Lacombe and Pon- 
oka. 

During the last few weeks hundreds 
of questionnaire cards have been dis- 
tributed to farmers in these muni- 
cipal districts and farmers have 
been requested to use these cards in 
reporting hail storms. Many cards 
have already been returned to the 
weather scientists in Edmonton, pro- 
viding valuable information on re- 
cent storms in these particular areas. 

So that an effective scientific study 
of the serious hail problem which ex- 
ists in Western Canada can be made, 
Albertans are asked to report their 
storms accom- 
panied by hail. whether damaging 
or not. The information required 
is: the exact time of beginning and 


size of the largest hailstones ‘pea, 
grape. walnut, golf ball, etc.). In ad-

Notes From D

Vibriosis is a disease of cattle that 
has been recognized for many years. 
It is caused by a bacterium vibrio 
fetus and is characterized by abor- 
tion and sterility. Although regular 
diagnostic procedures were followed 
in the investigation of sterility and 
abortion problems, vibriosis was not 
diagnosed in Alberta until 1953. In 
1955 it was positively diagnosed in 
seven herds. 

Available evidence would seem to 
indicate that while the disease may 
have been present in Alberta for 
some time it is only in recent years 
that it has begun to spread and to 
develop into an economic problem.

Control measures are based upon 
the elimination of infected bulls and 
to the use of a clean bull on heifers 
and those cows that are known to 
1 be disease free.

to the semen will destroy the vibrio 
organism if it is present. The treat- 
ment of cows with antibiotic uterine

the times reported be those of the 
beginning and ending of the hail 
alone, and not of the entire storm
